Dr. Leyden is national 
secretary of the General 
Practitioners’ Association, 
He is also a member of 
Altona Rotary,- has lived 

,in Altona for 17 years 
and has two sons who 
are doctors. 


FAILED 


He said that national 
health schemes through- 
out the world had failed. 
This was mainly due to 
the dissatisfaction of the 
population because of the 
loss of freedom to choose 
doctors, a lessening of 
standards and the high 
cost to revenue and 
taxation. 

He said that national 
health schemes had a 
serious depreciating effect 
on a doctor’s morale. Most 
doctors had: never been 
keen on national health. 


Dr. Leyden said that the 
question of national health’ 
conjured up emotional 
support within the com- 
munity. Many doctors 
became upset over 
cartoons which pictured 
them as money-grabbing 
fiends, 


“He said that the level 
of doctors’ fees had been 
fully: approved by the go- 
‘vernmient. The stated aver- 
age “income of $22,000 
‘was misleading because it 
included .income — from 
other - sources. “Some 
doctors manage to earn'in 
excess of $50,000 a year,” 
he_said. 

“When a list of common 
fees was produced in 1970 
to facilitate medical bene- 
fit society fund contribu-

“There has been unhap-

Dr. Leyden said that.the 
cost of hospitals could get 
out of hand particularly 
when handled by politi- 
cians. 

He said that under 
national health, the hos- 
pital budgets would be de- 
termined by party-politics 
and economic considera- 
tions. This would have a 
derogatory effect on stand- 
ards and services.

“Some attempt should 
be made to up-grade the 
resent health services

“There has to be 
government planning for 
hospitals, especially geri- 
atric services, nobody’ 
would deny this.
